TUNIS (API-French and Tuni- 


sians fought in llic strecsl of Biz- 
erle city t o d a y , and Tunisian 
President 
llabib Bourguiba or- 


tiered seizure of the French pipe- 
line that carries the output of 
dance's Sahara oil field. 
^Bourguiba said he had ordered 
his trops to seize the pipeline at 
Skhira, in southern Tunisia. The 
Jinc carries the output of France's 
Edjclc field, 225 miles southeast 
of the Tunisian border. 


The president also called for 


volunteers from all "brother na- 
tions" to help in his desperate 
.fight against France. He said Tu- 
nisia's ambassadors in all coun- 
Wcs had been ordered to enlist 
flic volunteers and that Libyans 
and Algerians had already offered 
their services. 


The Tunisian government radio 


reported that clug-in Tunisian in- 
fantrymen and civilian volunteers 
were battling French paratrops 
supported by tanks and rocket 
p l a n e s in the city of Bizerle 
astride the channel from the Med- 
ilcrranean to the French naval 
Rsc at Bizerte. 


Radio Tunis said French forces 


broke out of the besieged Bizerte 
naval base and launched a pre- 
dawn attack on the Mediterran- 
ean port city three miles away. 


Tunisian troops holding the city 


of -10,000 defied a French ulti- 
matum to evacuate. They were 
ordered to fight to the death. 


The Tunis broodcast said there 


jlerc 
"numerous 
dead 
and 


wounded" 
but Tunisian infantry 


were holding their own in the 
heart of the city. Officials esti- 
mated 15,000 volunteers in and 
around the city were bolstering 
the troops. Many were wearing 
the red shorts and shirts of the 
youth section of the ruling Nco- 
Deslour (Freedom) parly. 


The fighting spread as the U.N. 


Security Council was called into 
ffii emergency session at the re- 
quest of Tunisia to deal with the 
mounting crisis. The Tunisians 
charged France with aggression 
and demanded the French give 
up the Bizerte naval base they 
kept after granting their former 
protectorate independence in' 1956. 


The United States showed grow- 


ing concern over the clash be- 
tween allied France and friend 
P'misja and appealed to both to 
"end hostilities without delay."

Tunisia and denounced "French 
imperialists."

NFAV YORK AP>—"I am Rose 


of Sharon, and the lily of the 
valleys." says the SOUR of Solo- 
mon. 
Sounds plain enough. 


Would anyone suspect the Bib- 


lical passage actually means "I 
am 
I he tulip and the hyacinth"? 


The1 scriptures abound with ref- 


erences lo flowers, but the Bible 
authors described many of them 
in such vague terms translators 
and botanists don't always agree 


i on the identity. 


John Asch, New York author, 


horticulturist and Bible scholar, 
lias settled at least some of the 
controversies 
after 
e x tensive 


study and plant exploration for 
the Hebrew University in Jerus- 
alem. His finding, plus those of 
other modern researchers, ap- 
pear in the current issue of the 
journal of the American Museum 
of Natural History. 


Asch found, for example, that 


the Hebrew word 'shushan," once 
translated as lily, or lilies of the 
field, refers instead to the ane- 
mone or windflower. 


Another 
Biblical "lily" 
often 


means the iris, or yellow flag: 
and the "rose" of the Bible rp- 
fers lo the marcissus in some pas- 
sages, the oleander in others. 


The Rose of Sharon, as noted, 


refers to the tulip ;ancl the lily 
of the valley, says Asch, is be- 
lieved to he the hyacinth. An- 
other flower mentioned in the 


Song of Solomon, Tirzah, Asch 
identifies as the crocus. 


Asch's research is valuable not 


only for its contribution to ac- 
curacy in translation, but also for 
the clues plants offer about the 
way the people of Bible lands 
lived. 


We learn, for example, the or- 


dinary diet was of vegetables— 
cucumbers, broad beans, leeks, 
onions, garlic; that the early Is-

That was the conclu- 
sion of Detective Berkley when 
he investigated 
the

Henry Wye. a wealthy clothespin 
manufacturer. 


The heavy-sol 
buller had 
a 


black eye. and admitted that he 
had quit his job and had been 
popped in the eye by his master 
prior to the murder. 


The tall athletic chauffeur -had 


been embezzling gasoline money, 
but he denied murdering Mr. Wye. 


The maid had discovered Mr. 


Wye's body and had summoned 
(he butler. He, in turn, had called 
the police. 


The husky maid, who had once 


been a masseuse, said she would 
have liked to kill Wye many times 
because of the way he treated 
Mrs. Wye. but Ihe maid denied 
giving in to her impulse. 


Mrs. 
Wye, who had been in ill 


health, was not at home. She had 
left before the snowstorm and had 
not returned. The detective found 
there were no tracks in the fresh 
snow outside the house, therefore 
the murderer was 
still 
in the 


house. 


The first break came when a 


gun was found in a snowdrift be- 
neath a 
window of the study, 


where the slaying occurred, 'it 
was an old double-action revolver 
with a trigger spring so stiff that 
Berkley could hardly pull i i . Ex- 
amination disclosed the prints of 
five fingers and two thumbs. 


"My opinion is that the person 


who pulled the trigger of this gun, 
held it in both hands. The trigger 
action is stiff." said the expert.

"One of them must 
hnvc pulled the trigger." 


"None of them did," said Berk-

There are two 
reasons for believing that she 
is guilty." 


"Two reasons?" 
"Yes." said the detective. "Had 


Mrs. Wye left the house with a 
snowstorm threatening, I think it 
(would have been likely that she 
'would have asked the chauffeur 


i to drive her." 


"That might be a reason, bill it 


wouldn't convince a jury," said 
Berkley's colleague. 


"Probablly not," said Berkley, 


"but the gun was a double action 
revolver and it has a stiff trigger 


j action. Mrs. Berkley probably 


i wouldn't have the strength to pull 


j it. but the butler, the chauffeur 
and Ihe maid are husky or ath- 
letic. Prints of two thumbs and 
five fingers showed that she held 
the gun with botli hands. She had 
to, in order to pull the trigger." 


A search was made and Mrs. 


| Wye was found hiding in the at- 
itic, as the detective had predicted. 
She had been trapped by snow- 
flakes and by the prints of too 
many fingers on the revolver.

Sheparcl 
was at the vital capsule commun- 
icator post in the control center. 


The two fellow astronauts main- 


tained almost constant voice com- 
munication throughout the flight. 


However, communication with 


the Liberty Bell 7 was trouble- 
some at two periods—once when 
the radio frequency was switched 
from ultra high to high frequency. 
The other time was when the 
spacecraft passed over the hori- 
xon down range and Mercury of- 
ficials reported difficulty in hear- 
ing him. 


The flight was almost as per- 


fect as Shopard's. Sheparcl trav- 
eled 116 miles high and 302 miles 
downrange in 15 minutes. 


The success gives the United 


States two spacemen to the So- 
viet Union's one. Both Grissom 
and Shepard gained valuable ex- 
perience for later orbital missions 
—a feat already accomplished by 
Yuri Gagarin of the Soviet Union. 
Gagarin circled the globe once at 
a marimum altitude of 187 miles 
at a speed of more than 17,000 
miles an hour last April 12.

I Space Administration hopes to or- 
bit an American late this year or 
early in 1962. 


The Redstone rocket blasted off 


at 7:20 a.m. following three holds, 
in the countdown. One was to 
check out a system in Liberty 
Bell 7. A second brief hold was 
called to remove floodlights from 
the launch area. And a third 40- 
minute hold was called at 6:25 to 
allow some clouds to pass from 
the Cape area. 


At the time of launch, Grissom 


had ben inside the 
spacecraft 


three hours, 22 minutes. 


During this time he was report- 


ed calm, cool and collected. 


The 83-foot Redstone roared into 


the skies under the watchful, an- 
xious eyes of hundreds of news- 
men, thousands on the beaches to 
north and south, and millions 
more who viewed the
